ATE dscrimjnation by the Soiitherji Pacific Railroad against Reno 


is costing the city's trade $300,000 annually on l:he single item of 
flour. 


The trade in Hour which the. Riverside mill formerly enjoyed with 


the Southern Nevada mining camps, amounting to $25000 a month, has 
been absolutely killed by the policy of the railroad in'making' rates v,rhch 
favor San Francisco, Stockton and SacramKnto at die cost of Reno. 


Because of this railroad rate discrimination, the production of Hour , 


by this mill has been curtailed from loboto 500 barrels a week; the mill ' 
which formerly ran 24 hours a day has been put on half-lime, and the 
skilled labor employed is being held only in the hope that the railroad . 
will correct the injustice, and change its piratical policy.. 


This throttling of one of Reno' miost important industries has been 


accomplished in this way: 
' 


The former rate on Hour to Tonopah, Goldfield and other catnips, of 


?j;r.82 a hundred pounds from Sacramento, Stockton and San Francisco 
lias been cut to 85 cents a hundred pounds, while the rate from Rcuo to 
these same points has been kept at "Si..40 a hundred pounds. 


The difference of 55 cents against Reno has turned the trade which 


formlerly came to the Riverside mill to the tidewater markets, so close is 
the margin on which Hour is sold. 


Excuse for this piratical discrimination is a rate war between the 


Southern Padic and (he Salt Lake routes, both controlled by Harriman.

before the convention. 
His subject 


will be "The Influence of National- 
Character and Historical Environment j 
on the Development of the Common' 
Law." 
This address, which will be a 


feature ot" the session, will be deliv- 
ered on Wednesday morning.

Amlclon, United States district judge 
for North Dakota, will present a pa- 
per on "The Nation and the Constitu- 
tion," which will be followed by a 
paper by Charles Prouty of Vermont, 
member of the United States Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, on "A 
Departmcnt of Railways—Its Legal 
Necessity."
